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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Applicant's amendment of November 01, 2004 is acknowledged. It is noted that claims 1 
and 3-4 are amended. New claims 6-7 are added. 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
teach or suggest an antenna cord plug structure connecting a coaxial cable, which connects an 
antenna device and a transmitter-receiver, with the antenna device , the antenna cord plug 
structure comprising an elongated flat plate of the plug body having an insertion opening which 
the coaxial cable is inserted, an engaging portion integrally formed on an opposite end of the 
elongated flat plate to hold the coaxial cable parallel to the elongated flat plate and an engaging 
portion, the coaxial cable being inserted in the insertion opening in a normal set to the elongated 
flat plate and the engaging portion, and is bent between the insertion opening and the engaging 
portion.
